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Continuation of 4(e) Other: Claim 10 has been withdrawn from consideration as being non-elected subject matter. Further, it is not seen in 
the instant Specification wherein such a combination as submitted in the amendment finds support, that is, the inclusion of any of the 
polymers of claim 10 with the elected EPDM resin. Applicants cannot amend claim 3 in the manner as attempted. Rule 126 requires hew 
claims to be added in ascending order. The language therein constitues a new claim, not an amended form of the originally filed claim. 
Further, that claim cannot be identified as amended since there is not an amendment made to the language of the claim, as submitted..
